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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the remarks, the Applicant is arguing that 
Baird's bookmark object is not generated in response to its visual indicator rather "substantially contemporaneously" in response to a 
user-generated selection signal. Furthrmore, Baird explictly teaches away from Applicant's claim 1 , which recites "in response to content 
of a first portion of likeness, forming a hyperlink reference". 

In response, Examiner respectfully disagrees . The Applicant has taken the opportunity to mistakenly state the Office's position on the 
limitation "content of a first portion of the likeness". In the remarks, the Applicant states "with respect to 'the content of a first portion of the 
likeness' in Applicant's claim 1, the Office Action cites Baird's visual indicators 301, 305, 401, and 403.." This statement is inaccurate. No 
where in the Office Action mailed May 22, 2006 is the Office stating this position. No citation of any sort, which would indicate this position, 
was ever indicated in the previous action. Examiner states that Biard clearly teaches the invention as claimed. Biard teaches that the 
bookmarks to other pages are integrated in the first portion to point to other portions of the book. A user can create the bookmark by 
selecting a desired part of a document to be marked. This clearly teaches the claimed "in response to content of a first portion of the 
likeness, forming a hyperlink reference". The user creates a bookmark to a desired part of a document. Therefore Baird et al meets the 
scope of the claimed limitation. 
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
